KOOTENAY iNEWS. 

I'royri'ss (if Work on tho Canal Coiiiicctlmr 
(..'oliniibia Lake ami Kootenay Kiver -Ke- 
iiioval uf the Mounted Pollce-Tho Hot Sul- 
phur Springs— Improvement in .Steam Navl- 
i^atlon. 

'Phe mounted jmltce detachment, which 
has been at Port Steele for over a year, 
left tliuru for thu northwest on Tuesday 
last. 

Work on the canal through Canal Flat 
uoniiucting the Upper Columbia lake and 
Kootenay river is progressing well. Tho 
heaviest portion of the excavation, that 
on tho upper level from the luck to the 
Kootenay river will bo finished by Satur- 
day evening next. The bakince of the 
^vork will thoii consist of thu uxcavation 
for and Imihling of the lock, and some 
dredging. Thu wholn scheme will bo 
tinished about tlio last of Suptuniber. 
The average width of the canal is thirty- 
five feet, and the distance between the 
two waters 18 about one mile and a half. 
The depth of water in tho upper level 
w ill bu six feet, and the surface level will 
nine feet. The depth of water in the 
lock below will lie about sixteen feet. 
This will permit of light draught steamers ' 
passing from the lake to Kootenay river.' 
Before this will be productive 
of liny benefit it will be necessary to 
sjieiid some money in removing snai^d and 
other obatructiona for about eight miles on 
Kootenay rivor, which would then furnish 
giio.l navigation to below the boundary 
line. Betwuoii thu two lakes there are 
also soinu obstructions to bo removed and 
drudging lu bu done. This would furnish ' 
iiavigatiuii ti oiii tJuiaeii tor light steamers 
clear through to the boundary' line. 

When Chief Justice Begbie was at 
Canal Flat in tho district, the other day, 
be paid a -visit to tho hot suliihur springs 
sixteen iiiilos n n th towards Ooldon. These 
springs aru six in number and have a 
I oiiipui aliiru of 107 dugreus. Two of thu 
springs have been foriiiud into natural 
baths by tho deposit of sulphur, and all 
who visit then) take the udvantnge of a 
bath. Between two of these springs runs 
i|iii(e a ci'euk, and one may fish from thu 
waluis id' the stiuaiu and cook bis catch 
iiiiiuudialely in tbu springs, though tho 
prusuiicu of Htilphiir is not caluuhited to 
ciihance thu tuatu of the Usii. The springs 
lire about seven miles from the present 
head of navigation, and thei latter is 100, 
miles distant from Golden, A hotel lias 
buun biiilt'nuar them but not of u uliarae- 
tur to uiuut thu wants of invalids or toiir- 
isls. It is uxpuc.lud that next year a 
oonifortable and roomy holul will bo 
erected ill the iiuigliborliood of . the 
springs, which were located two years ago 
by the late John Galbraith.

\'ictori;i, is giving guiiural satisfaction.

Aa a proof that 
the city would in tho near future embr.ice 
the hospital ho relied on tho future energy 
of the Victorians as proved in thu past by 
the crucial example of their energy dis- 
played in the building of the E. & N. 
railway. 

The next was the tramway argument. 
It was of course potent that evei since ihe 
invention of tramways no traniw.-iy had 
ever been built lo (he present husjiital in 
a populated p.ut of Ihe city, a thdUsiiKl (U- 
ao yards from its cenler,and it was reasoned 
build your hospital a couple of miles 
away in a remote niid unilihiibited place 
and in a year's time you will see a tnini- 
W!iy built to it. The third looked at the 
ali'air from the linaiicial iM>int of view, 
lie argued: There's our old hospitid built 
of the.cheapost materiala exjiressly for

If 1 understand 
their coiiimunic.ations, .all agree with me 
that to build the llospit.il on thoUidb(U'o 
Ray site, where it would be pr.actically 
inaccessililu is wrong, to build it within 
the city limits where it would be thor- 
oughly accessible is right.

.iiid bought a bargain, and was unsaleable. 

There was only one argument adduced 
against the site, hut that was an arbitrary 
one and had nothing l.o do with thenierilH 
of the (luestion, and that arguiiiont was 
simjily this, that it was the coiisensna of 
opinion expressed by tho medical men of 
\' ictoria that the "On to Richmond" site 
was bad. .. ■

Whoretbero were athousaiid then thurearo 
scarcely nioro than ten now, for thuy have 
departed to the haj)py hunting grounds 
and only a small romuant are' left to toll 
of their history, and to still lay claim to 
the land of their fathers.

AS OTHERS SEE US. 

Opinion of ail Knglishnmn on the Froaitects 
111 Kritiali Celumliia Cities. 

Ill the Berwick (Kng.) u'l(/i'er<ijii!r of 
.Inly illtli, appears a lengthy letter dated 
Victoria, ,Jinie 20th, and headed "A word 
to Intending Emigrants," signed by John 
Cockbuni. Wo extract from it the fol- 
lowing portion: — It was a glorious after- 
noon oil which wo approached Vancouver. 
Tho sun, getting low in tho sky, was 
streaming through the trees as we passed 
along, skirting tTie shnres of tho inlet, a 
view of tlie snow clad mountains on tho 
other sluire ciuning into view now and 
again, tho whole making up a scene sur- 
prisiugly beautiful. The aftoriiuon was 
gone before wo got ourluggago outand up 
to tbe'<i*itel we intended staying at. After 
a wash and tea, which is called supper 
here, being the last meal of tho day, wo 
went out for a stroll and a look round. 
I shall never forget my eitperionce of tho 
next hour. Was this the Vancouver 
which had been in my thoughts for so 
long a time '/ Being evening the people 
wor»< at leisure. It seemed to me that 
drinking saloons, billiard tables, and so 
forth wore everywhere; that dice, cards, 
Ac., held the Iield. Turning a corner we 
came suddenly iip(jn a lot of men throwing 
about a hard ball, seemingly utterly re- 
gardless of passers by; in the next street 
a crowd uf hoys were kicking about a 
football; nioii and boys cigar smoking and 
swearing everywhere; oraer, as we had 
been accustomed to it, nowhere. 

Before leaving the old place, I had 
dreamt of settling in A''ancouver, and 
taking out, my youngjamily to bo reared 
there. An we passed along 1 awoke from 
my dream, ami my wifo and 1, after some 
time of silence, as it wore, simultanuously 
asked each other tho question, which was 
uppermost in our minds, could wo 
bring our children here? Without 
the slightest hesitation the (iuesti(jn 
was answered— no; a tliousand times no. 
1 know that all this that 1 have said 
clashes with the description given by 
others. 1 call in (iiiestion no man's as- 
aortion, I am merely recording my own 
impressions. 1 have seen Vancouver de- 
3cril)ed in the reports of a lecture de- 
livered in Scotland some thue before 1 
left, as "hriglit and beautiful." Beautiful 
she certainly is, as far as her surrouiKl- 
inys are concerned, but in herself, that is 
mail's handiwork, my iin|)re8sion is that 
the desorijition is far from being realized 
at present. 

As wo were booked to Victoria, we 
wont on next afternoon, and after a sail 
of about 80 miles through the island- 
studded channel, we arrived here. Our 
impressions of this city were dilleieiit in- 
deed. After spending a month in it, 1 
may say I think it a very beautiful place. 
Its natural beauties are very great; there 
are hills in sight iu every direction, kvnxy 
across the Stniits of Fuca are the inow- 
clad inoqntaiiis in Washington territory, 
at evening beautifully lit up with tho sot- 
ting s'jii, often with their bases hid in mist 
all rosy-tinted. Some of its bnildiiiKS jn 
the streets are very good, it« vilhui are 
exceedingly pretty, some of thein chariu- 
ingly so; indeed, the peo(ile |.fire sepm fo 
have reached a high standard in the art 
of realising the boaqtifql in' stj-udture ■ ^f 
wood, (all tho buildings here, with tlie px- 
ceptioiidfi^ very few, lire of wood), Of 
course there are sStne old ranislmcklo 
erections in the wider parts of the city, 
hut they are gradually hoipg rejilaued. 

The summer climate is dehghiful, of 
that there can be nfi question. t)f the 
winter hero accounts 'dlffor very much; 
some- hotel keepers, waitei's, A'o, — say it 
is not very disagreeable, others— work- 
men, iV:e.--wlio are more subject to its 
inlliieiice any they detest it, would much 
rather endure the extreme cold eastward 
than be chilled by the damp cold here, 
and many of them complain nf rlieuma- 
tiani, broiicliitis, (&c. It is very diflicult 
to tirrive at a correct conclusion regarding 
the winter clitriate, 'one story contrsdicta 
another so. 

The sanitary arrangements here are in 
my opinion ahiiimii.ible. There is very 
little attempt at public drainage. The 
main streets have a wooden drain through 
them, to c'arry off the surface and the 
hltliy water from sinks, urinals, &e.; this 
drain is covered over, but in the outskirts 
of the ciiy the drainage is carried by an 
open channel, which is: c6iii^ec|ed with 
the iiiaiii drain as jt {(ears 'ttie principal 
till iroLi^li fares. . _ i' ,. , 

What I shall call by courtesy the W. C. 
arrangements are 8im|>ly these. Each 
house has a privy, a wooden erection, 
often with great gaps between the 'joints 
of the deals, with a largo box under a 
aeat. This is emptied once a week, once 
a fortnight, sonietinica once a iiioiitli, or 
lunger, according to the option of the 
occupier of the house. There seems to be 
no public control, a free and easy ijystem 
ai'.pcurs i<i pr6';ai|. JJoii' liiij i» n eoiii- 
[larativeljr Hot climate, JJ}o menng "are 
taken tf> deodorize the soil, so I will leave 
to the imagination of my readers the 
stench wliiuli prevails in the back yards 
and alongside some of the open eliaiinels. 
It is a wonder the city is so healthy, but 1 
am told^tliat diiditheria is very prevalent 
just now, and 1 am also told that the 
children who die of it are /taken and 
buried almost bofore they are cold; 

There is one thing which impresses a 
stranger very nincli hero, and that ia the 
number of colored faces which are met 
with. Indians, half-breeds, - negroes, 
iiiulattoes — in fact all shades of colots-^uhd 
Chinainon, indeed the Chinamen are 
ubiijuitous. Turn , in ;tt«yi direction and 
your gl'ince falls on one or more of them, 
and though there is one ]iart of the city 
especially which they acoin to have niiule 
their own, yet their dwellings are to be 
seen everywhere. 

It aeeiiis t,) me thattl|erfi are no ojipn- 
ii|g8 liorp fo}' [lersojis ijlioy^) H'P gp'ilo (jf 
working men, Wlien^ the' railway was 
brought through there was o groat hiflux 
of iieojile from the older ])i'oviiices east- 
ward, the expense being comparatively 
small, even if they had to retuiii— so that 
all the situntiiuis which wore open are 
tilled lip. 1 do not see any advortisoiiionta 
by ]ieople leiiuiringassiBtaiits, indeed they 
are all the other way — t. e., by people 
Hooking sitiiatiouH. 

This being an old-estahllshed oity, every- 
thing has got into groove's, and is running 
ainootliiy. Itesideiits who have sons are 
on the lookout for all the advantageous 
openings, and, of course, they have a 
certain inlluencu behind them, being 
known. 1 am told that tho people here 
look with suspicion uiioii strangers, and 
lo a limited exieiit 1 have found such is 
the case (how ilill'iM-eiit from the old town 
at home, whore to lie a stranger ia a cer- 
tain passport to favour.)
